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hatde to kepe theym beyng in liyght, ſpetially the lower ape. Ind allo of thole, 
that hadde eltzaped vnto the playne, they. whyche hadde bene at the liege frome 
the begynnynge, loꝛ that that they hadde knowlaige of the places ſaued theym⸗ 
lelte in their campe. But they that were newly come coulde not keye the waye⸗ 
but rather wente wandꝛynge thzotghe the feldes, who beyng parceyued by the 
hoꝛſemen their ennemyes after that it was Daye, were all fapne. The daye fol: 
lowynge the Spracufayns reyledde bp twoo Trophees to wytt the one at the 
entrynge of Epipole, and the othere in the place, where the Thebayns made the 
kucſte reliſtence. And the Athenyans,contelipnge vnto theyme the victoꝛpe de⸗ 
mandedde their deade men whiche were in ryght greate nomber, but pet there 
was founde muche moze harnnes, than there were deade people, loꝛ that, that 
thole, whyche lledde in the nyght, by the malle rockes, and were conſtraigned to 
leape frome a greate heighe Dotone, in manye places dydde caſte of their barnes 
foz to be moze ealpe, whereby there were manve whyche lauedde theymſelk.

ys vnhoyped victoꝛye cauled the Syꝛaculapns to recouer and take 
agayne both herte and audacitie / as bifoze tyme. whereby vnder ſtã⸗ 
dynge chat the Agragantyns were in ſome diuiſion amongeſt them⸗ 
lelte they lente thider Sycanus, for to eflape whider that he toulde 
wythdꝛawe theym to their allyance. On the other (yde Gylipdus went by lande 
vnto the cyt ies of Sytille, for to demande of theyme tenfoꝛte oz newe luccours 
ol men, hopyng by meane therol, and koꝛ the bictoꝛy, which the Syꝛaculains had 
had at Epipole, to take the walles ol the Athenyans by foꝛce. Duryng this time. 
the Dukes and chiekeſte ol the armye ot the Athenyans were in greate loꝛowe. 
tonlideryng the duerthꝛowethat they had receyuedde by the incomoditie of the 
tampe, and of the armye whiche was in luche neceſſitie, that all generallpe were 
reued and werpe of that fame ſiege . ſpetially bytaule that it was all full of ma⸗ 
adies, and diſeales, by twoo realons. The one, foꝛ the lealone ot the peace, which 
was than moſte lubiected to dileales. The othere by reafone of the place, where 
the campe was, ſoꝛ there were marrefles and lowe places, and in the reſle bes 
rye incomodious. Foꝛ the whiche realones, Demoſthenes was of opynpon 
that men ought not to tarye there. Foꝛ lithens that yt was mylhappenedde ol 
the enterpꝛyle ol Epipole, whyche he hadde made, yt lemedde to hym better foz 
to departe kromethente, than koꝛ to tarye there, foꝛlomuche as thelea was than 
. and by reafone of the ſhyppes whiche he hadde bꝛoughte, he was moze 
ronge by lea, than the ennemyes. And on the othere lyde ptt lemedde vnto 
hym moꝛeconuenient and moze neceflarve to laplle foꝛ to defende theit proper 
lande, where the ennemyes hadde encloledde and koꝛtelyedde a towne: than tod 
tcontume the tyme and a greate quantytye of monney at the liege of a towne 
in a larre countrey ; whereby there was no hope to take ptt. Snche was the o⸗ 
pynyon of Demoſtthenes. But Mycpas, althoughe that he knewe all thies 
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Difficulties, pett he woulde not confefle theyme publiquely in tthat lame aſſem⸗ 
blie, nother agree that the liege ſhoulde be realed and bꝛokene ol fearynge leaſte 
pt ſhould comme tothe knowlaige of the ennemyes. Ind mozeouer he hadde 
pec lomme hope toꝛ that that he knewe the affaires of the cytie better than anny 
of hys collegues and compaignions and conlidered that the length of the liege 
was moze tothe diladuantage of the Syꝛaculayns than vnto theirs, for that 
chat they conlumedde fo muche monney, marke dde ſpectally the greate armye⸗ 
whiche they luſteignedde by fea. And alſo that fame Qytyas hãdde lecrete in: 
kellygenteand confederation wythlome of the towne whyche wylledde hym le⸗ 
cretly, that he ſhoulde not diſlodge. Foꝛ all the whyche relpeetes he ma 9 
nedde che matter and interruptedde the opynyon of thole, that woulde that the 
ſiege ſhoulde haue bene reyledde, attendynge what myghte chance, and layed o⸗ 
penly that men oughte not to bꝛeake pt, and that he toould neuer conlente ther⸗ 
to toꝛlomuche as he knewe welle, that if they ſhoulde doo yt wythoute ipcence 
of the qthenyans, they woulde not be therewyth contentedde. And that thole 
whyche ſhulde iudge vpon them whyder they hadde done wellle oz euill, ſhulde 
not be of theymethat hadde bene in the campe, and that hadde ſene the necellities 
of thearmye: but they ſhoulde be othere people, whyche woulde not geue layth 
to that, whyche the louldyars woulde laye:but foner to thoſe, whyche ſhulde ac⸗ 
ti ſe theyme and charge theyme by fought oꝛ ſtudyed meanes. Ind chiellythe 
moſte parte of thoſe lame louldyats which were there and cryed that men olight 
to departe, whan they were retourned to Athens, would ſaye wholy other wle, 
to wytt, that they hadde not bene of the opynyon foz to departe, but rather that 
the Dukes had benecoꝛrupted foz money, wherfore he, whiche knewe the nature 
of the Athentans, would not put himlelf in hazarde to be condempned as ſlouth⸗ 
full and naughty but he loued muche better to endurethe danger of his parlone 
agaynſte the ennemyes, ik nede requyꝛed it. And belydes that, he ſhewed the that 
the ennemys were in muche wooꝛle eſtate than they, foꝛſomuch as they were at 
great charge and erpentes fo2 to waage huyꝛed ſouldyars and allo for to enter 
teigne one ſo great an army by fea which they had already luſteigned one whole 
peare for to warde and delendethe townes ol their allyance , allo were in great 
necellities of bictuailles and ofall other thynges in luche loꝛte that it ſhulde be 
impolſible foꝛ theym to luſteigne longer that charges. Foꝛ he knewe for trouthe 
that they had already ſpente moze than twoo thowlande talentes and allo were 
pet in great debte, and that il they lailled neuer lo lytle in payment of the huyꝛed 
ſouldiars, they ſhouldebe deftroped, for their force was moꝛe of eſtrangers than 
of their oune people, whiche thing was all otherwyle among them, wherkoze he 
concluded that they oughtẽ to continue the lege and not to departe frome pt, as 
though they were moſt nedy and lacking monney. where as they were much bet⸗ 
ter kournylſhed therol. Suche was thefpeabing of Myciag hauing loꝛ right cer 
taine the nerellitie of the ennemys, chielly of monney and allo groundynge him: 
lelfe, vpon that, whiche, they, wyth whome he had intelligence and conkederation 


in the towne, had required ol hym, to wytt, that no man ſhulde remoue and tru: 


ſtyng moꝛeouer in the ar mye by fea whiche they than had muche moze puilſant, 
than whan that he was bainquilthed, bifoze that therenfoꝛte oz newe fuccours 
was arryued. Not wichſtãding Demoſthenes perleuered ſtyll in bys opynton to 
reile the liege and koꝛ to departe kromthence into Gꝛece. And although it was de: 
uyled not to remoue out ot the ſayd countrey wythoute lycentce, yet he was of o⸗ 
pinyon that they ſhulde retyꝛe to Thaylus oꝛ to Catana. Out of whiche places 
they myght come fo2 to oueronne ⁊ pillage the lande of the ennemyes 2 — 
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
